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JFK Gives Up 
on Rights, Tax 
Cut This Year 


WASHINGTON (AP^Presi- 


dent Kennedy all but wrote off 
today prospects of congression- 
al passage of his tax reduction 
and civil rights programs this 
year. 


Kennedy did this as much by 


what he didn't say as by what 
he did tell a news conference. 


For the longer outlook, the 


President said he is "looking 
forward to the record of this 
Congress," no matter how dark 
the prospects are now. With a 
smile, he had an after thought 
that brought a ripple of laugh- 
ter: 


"But this is going to be an 18- 


month delivery." 


That would put production of 


some major legislative results 
into mid-1964. 


The chief executive neverthe- 


less failed to challenge a ques- 
tion pegged to the possibility 
that two key measures, taxes 
and civil rights, will not be 
passed in 1963. He did prod 
Congress to get on with them, 
and said he hopes the tax bill 
can get to the Senate floor be- 
fore the end of the year. 


Kennedy's foreign aid bill is 


in massive trouble too, and the 
President reacted hotly to that 
situation. Without this policy, he 
said, he cannot meet his "re- 
sponsibilities in the field of for- 
eign policy." 


Kennedy had 
a general ob- 


servation at one point about the 
state of the troubled world. 


"I think," he said, "it's a 


very dangerous, untidy world 
and we've got to live with it." 


Further long delay on both 


taxes and civil rights legislation 
would be unfortunate, Kennedy, 
insisted.

Foreign Aid 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In an 


angry attack on congressional 
decisions to slash foreign aid, 
President Kennedy declared to- 
day he cannot fulfill his "re- 
sponsibilities in the field of for- 
eign policy" without the aid pro- 
gram. 


The President told his news 


conference he does not under- 
stand why Congress is willing 
to provide $7.5 billion for the 
atomic energy and space pro- 
grams, but has repeatedly cut 
the aid bill and tacked on 
amendments barring help to 
ipecific countries. 
The present attack, he said, 


is the worst since the inception 
of the Marshall Plan, which in- 
itiated the aid program immedi* 
ately after World War II. 


His wrath apparently was 


aimed at Senate action which 
has reduced the 
administra- 


tion's $4.5-billion request to $3.7 
billion. The House voted $3.5 bil- 
lion. 


The President had hoped to 


get the House cuts restored in 
the current Senate consideration 
of the program. 


Kennedy said each of the past 


three presidents—and their op- 
ponents in every election cam- 
paign—"all recognized the im- 
portance of this program." 


"I 
don't 
understand why 


we're suddenly so fatigued,*' 
Kennedy said with heavy em- 
phasis. , 


We spend $2.5 billion on the 


atomic energy program and $5 
bilion on space." 


The most recent cut in the 


program was a $20-million nick. 


The aid program, too, Ken- 


nedy declared, "is essential to 
the conduct of our foreign poli- 
cy." 


His .remarks, delivered with 


harder emphasis than newsmen 
have observed in months, was 
prompted by a reporter's ques- 
tion, as, to what might happen 
if*'C6ngress should cut off for- 
eign aid funds entirely. 


The President retorted that

would "be so unwise .., unless 
we're going to retreat from the 
world." 


"I have just tried to make it 


clear," the President said de- 
liberately, "that I cannot fulfill 
my responsibilities in the field 
of foreign policy without this 
program. 


What, he asked, will happen 


if the situation in Laos, Viet 
Nam, and other trouble spots 
grows worse? "Are they going 
to blame the Senate or are they 
going to blame me? 


He pointed a finger at his own

Demand for 
Soybeans 
in Europe 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Agriculture Department said to- 
day it foresees a continuing ex- 
pansion in West Europe's de- 
mand for U. S. soybeans during 
the 1360s to meet requirements 
of its growing livestock industry. 


The major use of soybeans is 


the processing of oil for food use 
and of meal as the protein sup- 
plement for livestock and poul- 
try feed. 


"Requirements tor U. S. soy- 


beans and soybean meal in 
Western Europe are likely to ex- 
pand 40 and 85 per cent, respec- 
tively, over present levels by 
1965," a report said, "Thus in 
that year they could reach 1.5 
million tons for soybean meal 
(for more than 800,000 tons in 
.1962) and 3.6 million tons for 
soybeans as beans (from 2,.5 mil- 
lion in 1962)." 


• Such an increase in European 
demand will be accompanied by 
a larger demand for soybean pro 
ducts in this country. Hence, it 
appears that this crop — fast 
moving to the front as a major 
crop — will continue to provide 
a use for cropland diverted from 
surplus crops in the Midwest, 
East and Southeast. 


The export market for U. S. 


soybeans and soybean meal to 
Western Europe has grown in 
less than a decade from a small 
and irregular one to a large and 
stable marketing activity. To- 
day, 
that area is taking nearly 


$300 million worth of these pro- 
ducts annually, or nearly one- 
seventh of the U. S. crop.

Brazil Fails 
to Slow US, 
Proposal

SAO PAULO, Brazil (AP)—A 


U.S.-backed proposal to give 
Latin Americans greater re- 
sponsibility in directing the Al- 
liance for Progress apparently 
faced smoother sailing today 
after general rejection of a Bra- 
zilian plan to bring in as many 
European contributors as possi- 
ble, even the Communist bloc. 


Diplomats said the Brazilian 


proposal won only Bolivia's sup- 
port from among the 20 nations 
attending the Inter - American 
Economic and Social Council 
session. 


The Brazilian proposal appar- 


ently was intended to torpedo 
the U.S.-backed plan to create 
a seven - nation coordinating 
committee to pass on aid proj- 
ects and give Latin Americans 
more influence in over-all con- 
trol of the multibillion - dollar 
economic and social 
develop- 


ment program. 


The. Brazilians -reportedly had 


still another maneuver in re- 
serve. Informants said Brazil 
has indicated that if the seven- 
nation committee is approved, 
it will insist that the action be 
ratified by the congress of each 
member nation. This could de- 
lay formation of the committee 
for several years. 


The Brazilians argued 
that 


the seven - nation committee 
would only impede the aid pro- 
gram by increasing red tape. 
But many delegates agreed that 
Brazil's opposition was based 
on the feeling that she would be 
reduced to the level of other 
nations applying for aid funds 
and that a mostly Latin-Ameri- 
can committee would be less 
sensitive to political considera- 
tions than the United States has 
been.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. 


E. C. Gathings, D-Ark. is gath- 
ering information to r e f u t e 
charges of a colleague that 
large growers are receiving 
most of the subsidy for cotton 
sold on the world market. 


A House debate on the con- 


troversial bill to end a two-price 
system for cotton is scheduled 
in December. 


Rep. 
Charles L. Weltner. D- 


Ga., rharged ast month in a 
speech for the Congressional 
Record that big growers were 
getting the bulk of a $42.50 a 
bale subsidy on cotton produc- 
tion. 


•He said the world price for 


cotton is 24 cents a pound and 
the government supports a 32'2 
cent domestic price with an 3'i 
cent a pound subsidy. He said 
this amounts to the $42.50 a bale 
figure. 


Weltner named the big grow- 


ers by state, gave their 1961 pro- 
duction records and presented 
figures which he said was the 
subsidy they received. 


Gathings contended that Wel- 


tner's figures were based on to- 
tal cotton production instead of 
that sold on the world market— 
the only cotton which was actu- 
ally subsidized. 


Gathings maintained t h a t 


most of the cotton produced in 
the U.S. by both large and small 
growers was used in the do- 
mestic market and cost the gov- 
ernment nothing in the way of 
subsidies. 


Gathings is asking the big 


cotton producers in his district 
how much cotton they moved on 
the world market to find out 
how much of their cotton was 
actually subsidized. 


The cotton bill would allow 


domestic textile mills to buy 
U.S. cotton at world prices with 
a domestic subsidy to the pro- 
ducers. 


Opponents contend the only 


way to eliminate a two - price 
system is to lower the support 
price to nearer the world price 
level. 


They also maintain the bill 


would mean a third subsidy on 
cotton.

200,000 a 
Year Try to 
End Lives

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) - 


Two million Americans—more 
than one in 100—already have 
tried to commit suicide. 


Some 200,000 try each year to 


take their own lives and 25.000 
to 35,000 or more actually suc- 
ceed. 


Dr. Louis I. Dublin, a famous 


statistician, 
cited these esti- 


mates today in urging that sui- 
cide be recognized "as a serious 


public health pioblein" and that 
communities and health offici- 
als act now to prevent this toll. 


The attempts at suicide all 


represent "cries for help," he. 
told the American Public Health 
Association. 


"Because they involve young 


people for the most part, their 
numbers accumulate over the 
years," he said. 'I 
estimate 


that today there are at least 
two million persons alive in the 
United States who have a his- 
tory of one or more such at- 
tempts. 


"These people who survive 


this searing emotional experi- 
ence 
constitute a 
pool 
from 


which the completed suicides of 


succeeding years are 
largely 


drawn." 


Of those who try suicide, most 


are under 30, and are mostly 
young women, Dr. Dublin said. 
Of those who succeed, most are 
weU over 50, and men outnum- 
ber women 3-1. 


People Rui tnemselves to col- 


lect insurance, or because they 
j.-are dying of incurable disease, 
'but the majurity are emotional- 
ly or mentally overwhelmed or 
upset, said Dr. Dublin, retired 
second vice president and stat- 
istician of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company, 


But if people with problems 


can .get help and sympathy, he 
said, 
"experience 
has shown 


that suicide is, to a degree at 


least, a preventable condition." 


• Dr. Dublin" said coordination 
of the social, medical, and psy- 
chological 
services in 
many 


communities is needed to res- 
cue the would-be suicide "by of- 
fering a helping hand" night or 
day. 


Most important is to make

VATICAN CITY (AP) - A 


draft decree declaring that all 
men have the right to religious 
f r e e d o m today was reported 
ready for presentation to the 
R o m a n Catholic Ecumenical 
Council. 


The document may be. one of 


the last major decrees to go be- 
fore the 2,300 prelates before this 
second session of the coun- 
cil adjourns Dec. 4. 


The d e c r e e , part of the 


s c h e m a on ecumenism, was 
draftecl by the secretariat for 
promoting Christian unity. 


It expresses the view that a 


person is free to follow the dic- 
tates of his conscience, that no 
one should be harried because 
of his religious views, and that 
a particular faith should never 
be forced on anyone. 


The decree, if approved, will 


be the first clear and authori- 
tative statement of the Roman 
Churqh's position on 
religious 


liberty. 


Lack of such a statement has 


sometimes been a source of fric- 
tion between Roman Catholics 
and Protestants. 
In preclom- 


inanly Catholic Spain and some 
Latin-American countries, for 
ample, protestants have ac- 
cused the Church of being re- 
sponsible for 
restrictions 
on 


their activities.
